Hallettsville specimens had been sent 
several days ago to the Department 
of .\griculture at Washington, to be 
identifie4, but it seems that no in- 
forfuation is available now.

County Agent C? Hohn was called 
to a farm two miles south of Rich­ 
ards yesterday morning by a farm er 
whose cotton crop was suffering from 
on infestation by a bug about which 
he had never heard of 
and knew 
nothing about. 
The new cotton post 
was first noticed in this particular 
field about two weeks ago by its 
owner and has been causing hi n a 
great deal of anxiety since that time, 
be finally calling in the county agent 
for consultation. 
The new variety of bug is deserib- 
e I as being about the size of a potato 
hue and brown in color. 
Little is 
known of its habits except that it 
cuts entire branches from the cotton 
plants. 
Mr. Hohn says that about 
three acres have boen affected so far 
the i rop having been nractic&lly de- 
trov ’d where they have been work­ 
ing. 
He also says that they do not 
seem to be spreading rapidly at pres­ 
ent, but are evidently multiplying 
very fast. 
After visiting the field Mr. Hohn 
called A, & M. College by phone, re­ 
ported the facts to them. and asked 
f >r advice. 
The Entomolgist at the 
College said that he had received 
specimen and a report from Hallets- 
ville of an infestation in that vicini­ 
ty of what seemed to be the same 
bug. 
When the specimens were re­ 
ceived the College authorities were 
unable to determine so much as Iden­ 
tification. they having no knowledge 
or record of such a bug. Some of the 
Hallettsville specimens had been sent 
several days ago to the Department 
of Agriculture at Washington, to be 
identified, but it seems that no in­ 
formation is available now. 
■ However, the College advises that 
the same kind of poison be used in 
combatting the new pest wherever it 
occurs that has been recommeded for 
boll weevils. 
So far as is known bv Mr. Hohn 
the field at Richards is the only one 
that is affected at this time. We have 
consulted several large owmers who 
live in this citv and none of them 
have noticed anv damage such as that 
described above in their fields.
